Worklnemen's Btomes In Ix>ndon—»Sor^tA 


and Immoral Arcbltecture^The 
No^le 


StructurcM Found in New York 
Other American Cities. 


rSpedal Correspondence.! 


New York, March 23.—The Society of 
American Architects gave their first exhibi- 
tion of architectural drawings recently in 
connection with the Salamagiindi 
Sketch 
club, of this city. 
The display was so excel- 
lent that it excited wonder, and awakened 
New York to the fact that American archi- 
tecture is not only holding its own, but Hkely 
to soon excite the envy of older counties. 


Until this exhibition was given, .^jnericans 
hardly realized that the building art ha.s been 
making gigantic strides in this country since 
the war. We have at last awakened to a con- 
sciousness of its immense, unfepeakable im- 
portance, and have been animated by a newly 
roused ambition to give our wealth and 
power magnifiwnt arfiL^sajjllral expression. 


According to the English standard our 
efforts, however commendable, have not been 
altogether successful. The best authorities on 
the subject assert that we are still far behind 
them in this as in all other resjjects, and while 
admitting that we have erected some "very 
showy buildings," maintain, with arrogant 
condescension, that "there is not one among 
them that can be seriously considered as an 
artistic design, and still less any one that can 
be quoted as a well thought out expression of 
a mind imbued with architectural taste and 
knowledge." 


In spite of this adverse judgment, 1 have 
been deeplj' impressed by the fact, on return- 
ing from England after residing there for 
several yeai-s, that the architecture of 
that country not one whit less than the vacil- 
lation and irresolution, the fatuous weakness 
and folly of her government is indicative of 
retrogression and decay, while the decried 
art of the United States of America iUus- 
ti-ates with no less completeness the youth 
and boundless resources, the progress, free- 
dom and development of this immense con- 
tinent. I have not arrived at this conclusion 
by institviting a comparison between the 
great churches and secular edifices that may 
have been erected during the last two de- 
cades in either country. The architects of 
the old world, suiTounded as they are by the 
splendid structures of the past, with the 
spirit of which, studying them as they can 
do without effort, thoy 'become thoroughly 
imbued, have so many advantages over their 
brother craftsmen in tltó west that it would 
be unpardonable and almost imaccountable 
if they did not still maintain a certain pre- 
eminence over us in the grand styles of 
architectiu-e, whether ecclesiastical, civic or 
domestic. 


I base my opinion upon the rapid deterio- 
ration in England of the building art in its 
humbler utilitarian aspect; upon the mean- 
ness and discomfoii; of the dwelling houses 
that are being erected now to-day for the 
poor and the middle classes, and the extraor- 
dinary improvement here in the same class 
of dwellings. 
It Ls thus alone that the 
national tendency and movement is to be 
traced, and the les.son taught in each coimtry 
is clear and immistakable. 


Let me make my meaning clearer by a few 
exanii)les. 


In several of the suburbs of London there 
is a qtiai-ter set ai)art for the ''working 
man," the honest daily laborer of whatever 
craft or trade; and instead of being models 
of thrift, comfort and comeliness, as they 
should be, nothing can be imugined more 
squalid and ignoble than the small comfort- 
less domii-iles—cottages as they are called by 
courtesy—of 
these appall ingl.y dreary and 
desolate 
disti-icts. 
The touiist 
who ap- 
pi-oaches Vienna sees before him a city of 
palaces, an effect due in gi-eat measure to the 
custom that prevails in that city of lodging 
the poor in the upper stories of handsome 
byildings, the lower stories of which are oc- 
cupied by the wealthy and prosperous. The 
approach to London is rendered hideous by 
the English custom of herding together the 
laboring classes like so many pariahs in 
houses upon whose very walls is- branded the 
pitiful tale of theii* disinherited and oppressed 
estate. 
Ruskin, that master of style and bril- 
liant art critic, denounces these melancholy 
districts with impassioned eloquence; and 
tells a story, 1 remember, in one of his essays 
of a clergyman with a very sensitive organi- 
zation, who, unable to go to London from his 
country seat without passing one of them, 
was made so ill by the spectacle 
that 
he 
gave 
up visiting 
the city 
alto- 
gether, save on the rare occasions when 
he was called 
there by absolute ne- 
cessity. 
Standing in uniform 
rows, all 
mostly alike, and without a gleam of beauty, 
or even of comfort in any of them, these 
wretched one-story bi ick huts, each with a 
little sci-ubby back yard, over whole acres of 
gi-ound, and in looking down upon them 
fiom the cai-J-iages of your 
train you 
imagine that you ai-e looking at a city 
of dwarfs, manikins and liJiputians. You 
a,sk yourself in amazement what soi-t of pop- 
ulation England will bi-ei d for the coming 
ge/iei'ations in these detestable abodes, a fjues- 
tion to which there can be but one leply, and 
that a fearful one: A population of apa- 
thetic 
drones, incapable of prcjgress, or of 
lirut<'s ready made to the hand of any des- 
jjerato criminal leader; a population of hu- 
man vermin and savages so degraded that 
they will scarcely deserve to be called hu- 
man. 
But let us look a step higher. 


London, that immense metropolis, with its 
5,n(X),íK¡0 of inhabitants, and atmosphere 
blackencd and poisoned by the smoke of in- 
numerable households, ah'eady far too enor- 
mous foi- safety and comfort, Ls increasing as 
rapidly as one of our western towns. The 
suburbs are stretching out in every dii-ection, 
and 
with the exception of the splendid 
streets occupied by the palatial mansions of 
the wealthy, and some few sites built and 
patronized by aesthetic noblemen, they are 
made up almost exclusively of two kinds of 
dwellings—villas, as they are called; small, 
gingerbread, ornate abodes, in the poorer 
streets, utterly contemptible; but sometimes, 
in better quarters externally, at least, pretty 
and attractive—these smaU villas and large, 
comfortless, badly 
constructed apartment 
houses. 


I papóse to describe one of the most agree- 
able of these establishments that fell under 
my regard when in London. 
Standing in an 
aristocratic neighborhood, it was the house of 
a delightful family, thoroughly English in 
type, comprising four members only—two 
lovely yoimg orphan girls, of good race, well 
bred, accomplished, gracious and beautiful, 
and their two maiden aunts, scarcely less win, 
ning and sweet, though in a more sedate 
fashion than the p#etty young nieces. Though 
not rich, they had powerful relations, blue 
blood, and the girls were excessively admired. 
Nothing could have been more enchanting 
than the first effect of their little home, dain- 
tily furnished, and pervaded by so many fair, 
refined feminine presences; but imagine that 
the very voices of the neighbors upon either 
side could be heard in conversation. In one 
of the adjoining houses lived a singer and 
musician, and imagine the torment of being 
compelled to listen daily to the practice and 
performance of a vigorous amateur, who- 
aa far as the sound was concerned, might 
bAv« be^p litting in their qwq drawing roPQV 


of fbe establishment 
and the unhappy mu- 
door was compelled to hold Jher 
veral weeks. 
She did so u ^ o & e 
presentation of the physician^ that 
' his patient depended uptm'her 
quiet. 
But what is" to be said of 
that compels w^-disposed 
hunuur'bein^ thus to afflict and injure each 
otber in their own homes. 


Not for off, in the most hideous tjock of 
buikllh'gs that I remember to have aèen in any 
quarter of the globe, a huge, tawdry pile, 
with shutterless, glaring windows, like lidless 
e^es, lived other friends, a husband and wife, 
the latter a fine musician and ^great social 
favorite. This poor little woman, being nerv- 
ous and sensitive, was made iU by the a n o y - 
ances to which she was exposed. Her fellow 
lodgers, above and below, seemed actualljr to 
be hving in her apartment, and a word spoken 
at the front door reverberated all through the 
house. It was a mere shells and sounding- 
board. 
Such dwellings are more than com- 
fortless; they are sordid and actuaUy immoral. 
Children born and growing up in them would 
never know the meanmg of the word hdh^e 
or what it is to enjoy seclusion and repose.H 
In the oldest part of the city the plainest 
houses in the least embellished streets are at 
least well built, solid and substantial; the 
more stately squares and grand monuments 
are triumphs of genius and lofty thought; 
they express the courage, fortitude, endur- 
ance and good faith which was formerly 
John Bull's acknowledged 
characteristics, 
while the mushroom superbs of the present 
day typify only too plainly the folly, frivol- 
ity and irresolution of a declining I'ace, who 
(as Carlyle says of the Parisians before the 
revolution) are dancing upon the verge of a 
precipice. 
Whilo 
England 
remains the 
wealthiest nation in the world, and the center 
of artistic activity, palatial mansions and 
grand edifices will be reared when occasion 
calls for them, by well trained architccts, but 
notwithstanding this, the virus of decay must 
be flowing in her veins, or she would be in- 
capable of condemning the masses of her 
people to dwell in the sordid, conieniptible 
tenements that I have described. 


The exact i-evei-se of this picture is seen in 
our ovm country. 
Americans who remain 
abroad for a term of yeai-s are amazed, on 
their retm-n, to note the improvement in our 
great cities. 
During the last decade the> 
have gaine<l character, form, individuality, 
variety, splendoi-. 
Even the most unpi'eten- 
tious houses in the s m ^ towns ai e well and 
solidly built, and often in addition are taste- 
ful and picturesque, while in the handsome 
new streets there is a most gratify ing display 
of genuuie architectural good tîiste and mag- 
nificence. And this is true of all our prin- 
cipal cities—New 
York, Washington, Chi- 
cago, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati. 
Everywhere 
our architects are full of earnestness and en- 
thusiasm; our rich men, as soon as their for- 
tunes are made, like so many beavers, begin 
building palatial residences. In short, the 
building spirit is awakened in this people; 
the movement is a natural, spontaneous one, 
and so strong and weU directed that we are 
justified in predicting that it wiU lead to 
magnificent results in the future. 


The radical distinction between architec- 
ture of antiquity and that of modern times 
is too well known even to the most suiJerficial 
readers to i-equii-e more than a passing com- 
ment. 
Aj-chitecture of old was supreme 
among the arts absolute, all embracing; 
sculpture and painting w^ere mei-ely embel- 
lishments of the temple; poetry and nmsic 
composed and chanted the temple service— 
the hymns of thi; gods. The true poems, the 
true books of the Egyptians, Arabians, In- 
dians, in short, of all the earl)' nations, \vere 
wn-itten in stone; they were the stupentlous 
and marvelous monuments which havti re- 
mained, up to the present day, the wonder 
of all succeeding generations. 
Even in 
the 
transcendent 
Gi'eek era (iilthough 
poeti"y, painting and sculpture alike re- 
ceived, at that time, a sepai-ate and sublime 
manifestation) architecture still assei-ted its 
supremacy, 
while the Gothic cathedrals of 
the middle ages completed the great ai'chitec- 
tm-al ordei-s that were evolved by the early 
nations. 
This continued up to the Fifteenth 
century, when the invention of piinting and 
the reformation completely revei-sed the po- 
sition of the arts. 
Literature now assumed 
the first position, and architecture declined, 
or it ceased to be creative and became imita- 
tive and suboi'dinate. 
AH that the modem 
architect aims at is to reproduce and recom- 
bine styles already in existence, and with the 
foregone conclusion that his work will be in- 
ferior to that of his predecessors. 
Accoi'ding 
to some authorities this is all that architecture 
can hoije to accomplish henceforwai'd. 
Theiî 
energy will not again flow as of yore, they 
maintain, in a compai-atively 
exhausted 
channel. 
This may bo true as far as Europe 
is concerned, for we must remember that the 
whole continent of Europe is richly decorated 
with superb monuments, the Icgacy of the past 
—cathedrals, castles, palaces, which possibly 
may outlast the civilizations of which they 
are one of the chief glories. But how diller- 
ent is the condition of things in this country. 
In some j-cspci ts we are as old as oiu' pi e- 
decessors; we have taken up our line of 
march wheie England and the continent 
stand, aiul yet as a distinctive i-ace we are in 
o u r earliest y o u t h , a t the very 
connnence- 
merit of our careei-, a n d w e possess a con- 
tinent, l)r<)a<l a n d wide, w h i c h , still almost a 
v i r g i n soil, is jiwaiting its befitting 
archi- 
tectural ailornments. 
There is 7iot the s a m e 
neeii for great architecture in Europe 
that 
t h e r e is in thi^ country. 
W h a t e v e r m a y be 
the prohlcins \Nhich these ai'cliitects are 
called upon to solve, ours at lea.st sboiilil he 
men oi genius, bold 
innovatoi's, 
during, 
original, able to create a modern stylo c(iuai 
to those of the past, monuments which will 
be to the west w^hat the pyiainids an<l 
obelisks, the Gothic cathedral, and Doric 
and I<jnic temples have been to the east. F'or 
my own part I have no doubt that the move- 
ment alieady begun will continue until this 
has been accompUshed; 
probably here, as 
elsewhere, it will be upon the basis <jf a 
splendid architectural efflorescence that the 
other arts, more subtle and j^ersonal, enter 
Into their gi-eat tiiumphant epoch.s.

Prof. C. A. Grimmer, of Kingston, 
Jamaica, who is a scientist of fame, re- 
cently made some wonderful orophesies 
in connection with the action of the 
planets and other heavenly bodies. He 
says of the "Star of Bethlehem:" 
In 
1887 the "Star of Bethlehem" will once 
more be seen in "Casseopbia's Chair," 
and it will be a total eclipse of the sun 
and moon. 
The star only makes its 
appearance every 315 years. 
It will ap- 
pear and illuminate the heavens and ex- 
ceed in brilliancy even Jupiter when in 
opposition to the sun, and, therefore, 
nearer to the earth and brightest. 
The 
marvelous brilliancy of the "Star of 
Bethlehem," in 1887 will surpass any of 
its previous visitations. 
It will be seen 
even by noonday, shining with a quick 
flashing 
light tLe entire year, after 
which it will gradually 
decrease in 
brightness and gpradually disappear, not 
to return to our heavens until 2202 or 
315 years after 1887. 
This star first 
attracted th attention of modern as- 
tronomers in the year 1575. 
It was 
then called a new star. It was no new 
star, however, for this is the star that 
shown so brightly A. C., and was the 
star that illuminated the heavaus at the 
nativitv of Christ. 
It has reappeared 
every 315 years since, and every educat- 
ed astrologer is certain that it wil reap- 
pear in August of 1837. The appear- 
ance of this star, accompanied as it will 
be by solar and lunar eclipses, together 
with the baneful influence that follows 
the position Mars and Saturn will occu- 
py, will cause a universal war and por- 
tentious flood and fearftil shipwrecks. 
North America will be involved in civil 
strife, and a reign of terror will prevail 
in the Atlantic states, unless a Napoleon 
rises to quell it. There will be a war of 
classes—the rich will array themselves 
against the poor and vice versa, every- 
where.

blue sky. This is the land whioh has 
seemed to us so long politically, reli- 
giously, and socially hopeless, ruined 
at the very outaofc by the worst form of 
human degradation, the old Spanish 
oppression. 
But as you are lifted over 


the mountains, and swept along the 
teeming valleys and plains with a se- 
curity, comfort, and speed which are 
themselves proofs of a radical change in 
the land, which within the century has 
doubled its population while it has lost 
two-thirds of its territory, it is pleasant 
to hear from Mr. Nelson, who is our au- 
thority, that Mexico will remain a Re- 
public, that the injurious clerical in 
fluence is gone forever, that the politi- 
cal capacity of the people has been edu- 
cated to the point of successful control 
of the aitaation, and that there is no 
disturbing question threatening the 
country. 


Mexico was never before shown in a 


light so rosy. The country of mixed 
races, of ignorance and superstition, of 
revolutions and of earthquakes, appears 
in this reviving view to promise to be 
indeed a sister Republic,, and of this 
happy hope the railway seems to be 
the spring. These parallel lines of 
iron and of steel have worked many 
miracles, of which tho "United States 
are tho witness. But tho wonder of 
wonders, the greatest triumph of the 
railroad, will be tho regeneration of 
JMexico.—George William Curtis, in 
jETarper's Magazine,.

ABOUT ARCHITECTURE. 


THE LESSON'IT TEACHES HERE AND 


ABROAD..

Worklngmen'B Homen In T.uadon—Sordid 


and ImmoriU Architecture—The NoMo 
Structurei Pound in New lork ijnil 
Other American Cltleu.

Niw TOBK, March 28.-Tho Society of 


American Architects gavo their first exhibi- 
tion of architectural dm wings n-cmtly in 
connection with the Snliiiiiiurmidl Sketch 
club of this city. Tho display was so excel- 
lent that it excited wonder, and awakened 
tfew \ ork to Iho fact that American 'urchi- 
teottiro is not only holding its oivn, but likely 
to soon excite tho envy of older countries. 


Until this exhibition was given, Americans 


hardly realized that the building art has been 
making gigantic strides ia this country since 
the war. Wo have at lost awakuned to n con- 
sciousness of its immense, unsiieakablo im- 
portance, and have been animated by a newly 
roused ambition to give our wealth am! 
iwwer magnificat a-i^Siral expression. ' 


According to tho English standard our 


efforts, however commendable, have not been 
altogether successful. The best authorities on 
the subject assert that we are still far behind 
them in this as in all other respects, and while 
admitting that we have erected some "verv 
bhowy buildings," maintain, with arrogant 
condescension, that "there is not one among 
them that can he seriously considered as an 
artistic design, and still less any one that can 
bo quoted as a well thought out expression of 
a mind imbued with architectural taste aud 
knowledge." 


In spito of this adverse judgment, I have 


been deeply impressed by the fact, on return- 
ing from England after ,-esiding there for 
several yenre, that 
Hie architecture o£ 


that country not one whit less than the vacil- 
lation and irresolution, tho fatuous weakness 
and folly of her government is indicative of 
retrogression and deray, wliiie the decried' 
art of the United States of America illus- 
trates with no Jess completeness the youth 
and boundless resources, tho progress, free- 
dom and development of this immense con- 
tinent. I bnve not arrived at this conclusion 
by instituting a comparison between tho 
great churches aud secular, edifices that may 
have been erected during the last two de- 
cades in either country. Tho archiUjots of 
tho old world, surrounded as they are by tho 
splendid structures of. the past,, with tho 
spirit of which, studying them as they can 
do without effort, tbey^'becoine thoroughly 
imbued, have so many'advantages over then- 
brother craftsmen in.the .west that it would 
bo unpardonable and almost unaccountable 
if they did not still maintain a certain pre- 
eminence over us in tho grand styles of 
architecture, whether ecclesiastical, civic or 
domestic. 


I base my opinion upon tho rapid deterio- 


ration in England of tho building art in its 
humbler utilitarian aspect; upon the mean- 
ness nnd discomfort of the dwelling houses 
timtaro being erected now to-day for the 
poor and the middle classes, nnd the extraor- 
dniury improvement here in the same class 
of dwellings. 
It is thus alone that tho 


national tendency and movement is to IK 
traced, and tho lesson taught in each country 
is clear and unmistakable. 


I*t mo make my meaning clearer by u few 


examples. 


In several of tho suburbs of London there 


is a quarter set apart tor the 
"working 


man," tho honest daily laborer of whatever 
craft or trade; and instead of being models 
ot thrift, comfort ami comeliness, as they 
should be, nothing can be imagined more 
squalid and ignoble than tbo small comfort 
less domiciles—cottages as they are called by 
courtesy—of these appallingly dreary and 
desolate districts. 
The tourist 
who ap 


preaches Vienna sees before him a city of 
palaces, an effect due in great measure to tho 
custom that prevails in that city of lodujug 
the poor in tho upper stories of handsome 
byildmgs, tho lower stories of tvhich are oc- 
cupied by the wealthy and prosperous. Tho 
approach to London is rendered hideous by 
the English custom o£ herding together tho 
laboring classes like so many pariahs in 
houses uiwn whose very walls is' branded tbo 
pitiful tale of their disinherited and oppressed 
ratals, 
lluskhi, that master of style and bril- 


liant art critic, denounces these melancholy 
districts with impassioned eloquence; and 
tolls a story, I remember, in one of bis essays 
of a clergyman with a very sensitive organi- 
zation, who, unable to go to London from bis 
country sent without passing one of them 
was made so ill by tho spectacle that 
he 
gave 
up 
visiting 
the 
city 
alto- 


gether, save on the rare occasions when

man vermin and savages so degraded that 
tiiey will scarcely deserve to bo called hu- 
man, 
lint let us look a stop higher. 


London, that immense metropolis, with its 


VllVyiOO of inhabitants, 
and atmosphere 


blackened ami poisoned by the smoke of in- 
numerable households, already far too enor- 
mous for safety and comfort, is increasing ns 
rapidly as one of our western towns. Tho 
suburbs are strotchiug out in every direction 
and 
with tho exception of tho splendid

Standing in an 
aristocratic ni'igldiorhood, it was tho house of 
a delightful family, thoroughly Huglish In 
typo, comprising four mumliora only—two 
lovely young orphan girls, of gaxl ruce, well 
bred, accomplished, gracious and beautiful 
and their two maiden aunts, scarcely less win 
nlng and swcot, though in n moro sedate 
fashion than Iho pretty young niecis. Though 
not rich, they hud powerful relations, blue 
blood, and the girls weruexcesiivoly admiral. 
Nothing could have been moro enchanting 
than the llrst effect of their little home, dnii° 
tily fnniisliiid, mid |N'rvnded by HO many fair, ' 
refined feminine presences; but imagine that 
thn very voices of the neighbors upon either 
Hide could ln> heard in conversation.

Not far off, in tho most hideous block of 


buildings that I remember to havo seen in any 
quarter of tho globe, a huge, tawdry pile, 
with shuttorless, glaring windows, like lidl.-ss 
eyos, lived other friends, a husband and wife, 
the latter a line musician ami great social 
favorite. This poor b'ttlo woman, being nerv- 
ous and sensitive, was made ill by the annoy- 
ances to which she was exposed. Her fellow 
lodgers, ubovo and below, seemed actually to 
be living in her apartment, and a word spoken 
at thu front door reverberated all through the 
house. It was a mere shell, and founding- 
board. Such dwellings are moro than com- 
fortless; they are sordid und actually immoral 
Children born aud growing up in Ilicm would 
never know tho meaning of the word home 
or what it is to enjoy seclusion and re|>oso:' 
In the oldest part ol the city the plainest 
houses in the least embellished streets are nt 
least well built, solid and substantial; tho 
more stately squares and grand monuments 
are triumphs of genius and lofty thought; 
they express tho courage, fortitude, endur- 
ance nnd good faith which was formerly 
John Bull's acknowledged 
characteristics, 


while the mushroom superbs of the present 
day typify only too plainly the folly, frivol- 
ity nnd irresolution of n declining race, who 
(as Carlylo says of the Parisians before tho 
revolution) are dancing upon the verge of a 
precipice. 
\rbile lingland 
remains the 


wealthiest nation in the world, and the center 
of artistic activity, palatial mansions and 
grand edifices will bo reared when occasion 


, calls for them, by well trained architects, but 
notwithslanding this, the virus of decay must 
be flowing in her veins,, or she would be iu- 


, capable of condemning tho masses of her 
people to duel! in tho sordid, comemptiblo 
tenements that I havo described. 


The exact reverse ot this picture Is seen in 


our own country. 
Americans who remain 


abroad for a terra of years are ouuueu, on 
their return, to note the improvement in our 
great cities. During tho last decade they 
have gained character, form, individuality, 
variety, splendor. 
Even the most unpreten- 


tious houses in tho Email towns are well aud 
solidly built, and often hi addition are taste- 
fid and picturesque, while in the handsome 
new streets there is a most gratifying display 
of genuine architectural good taste and mag- 
nificence. 
And this is truo of all our prin- 


cipal, cities -New York, Washington, Chi- 
cago, Cleveland, Cincinnati. 
Everywhere 


our architects are full of earnestness and en- 
thusiasm; our rich men, as soon as their for- 
tunes are made, like so many beavers, begin 
building palatial residences-. 
In short, tho 


building spirit is awakened in this people; 
the movement is a natural, spontaneous one, 
and so strong and well directed that we art' 
justified in predicting that it will lead to 
mngniiicent results in tho future. 


Tho radical distinction between architec- 


ture of antiquity and that of modern times 
is too well known even to the most superficial 
readers to require moro than :i passing com- 
ment. 
-Architecture of old was supreme 


among tbo arts absolute, all embracing; 
sculpture and painting were merely embel- 
lishments of tho temple; poetry and music 
coni])osed and chanted the temple service— 
the hymns of tbo gods. 
Tho li-ue poems, tho 


true books of the Egyptians, Arabians, In- 
dians, in short, of all the early nations, were 
written in stone; they were the stupendous 
and marvelous monuments which havo re- 
mained, up to the present day, tho wonder 
of 
all 
.succeeding generations. 
Kveu in 


tho 
transcendent 
Creek 
era 
(although 


poetry, painting 
and sculpture alike re- 


ceived, nt that time, a separate aud sublime 
manifestation) architecture still asserted its 
supremacy, while the Gothic cathedrals of 
the middlo ages completed the great architec- 
tural ordei* that wore evolved by the early 
nations. This continued up to tho Fifteenth 
century, when the invention of printing and 
the reformation completely reversed tho po- 
sition of tho arts. Literature now assumed 
the first position, uud architecture declined 
or it censed to bo creative and became imita- 
tive and subordinate. All that tho modern 
architect aims at is to reproduce and rccom- 
biue styles already in existence, aud M ith tho 
foregone conclusion that bis work will lm in- 
ferior to that of his predecessors. According 
to somn authorities this is all that architecture 
can hope to accomplish henceforward. Their 
energy will not again flow as of yore, they 
maintain, in a 
comparatively exhausted 


channel. This may bo truo as far as Europe 
is concerned, for wo must remember that tho 
whole continent of Em-ope is richly decorated 
with suiwrb nionumi..utis, the legacy of I he past 
—cathedrals, castles, palaces, which possibly 
may outla.st the civilizations of which they 
are one of the chief glories. Hut how dilfer- 
ent is the condition of things in this country 
In some iTspi-i-t.-i wo are as old as our pre- 
decessors; 
ire have taken up our line of 


march where England and tlio continent 
stand, nnd yet as a distinctive race we arc in 
our earliest youth, at tho very commence- 
ment of our cam-r, and no IKISSCSS a con- 
tinent, braid and wide, which, still almost a 
virgin soil, is awaiting its befitting archi- 
tectural adornments. There is not tho same 
need for gjcat urchiteeturo in Europe that 
there is in this country. 
Whatever may bo

called upon to solve, ours at least should lie 
men of genius, hold innovator,
